Commissioner Taft was

* the pinna Placio. 
Standing on a plafc- 
| form Judge T aft took the oath of office 
adm inistered by Chief Justice Arellano, 
j Governor T aft was then introduced by 
I General M cArthur, the guns of Fact 
1 Santiago being fired by way of a salute. 
■ 
A feature of the inaugural address of 
, Governor T aft was tho announcement 
th at in September, 1001, the commission 
would be increased by tho appointm ent 
of three native members, Dr. Wardo 
Detavera, Deuito Legarna and Jose Lu- 
xuriaga. 
Before Sept. I. departm ents 
will exist as follows, heads having boen 
arranged for: 
Interior— Worcester. 
Commercial aud police—W right. 
Justice and finance—Ido. 
Public instruction—Mosos. 
Of the 27 provinces organized. Civil 
Governor T aft said tho insurrection still 
exists in five. 
This will canso the con- 
einnance of the m ilitary governm ent in 
these sections. 
Sixteen additional pro­ 
vinces are reported w ithout insurrec­ 
tions, but as a necessity they have not 
been organized, 
Four provinces are not 
I ready for civil government. 
The speaker predicted that w ith tho j 
concentration of troops into larger gar* 
I risen s it would be necessary for the 
people to assist the police in the pres- j 
ervation of order. 
Fleet launches will 
be procured, he said, which will facili­ 
tate communication among the prov­ 
inces as well as aid the postal aud re v e-1 
nue departm ents. 
In connection w ith educational efforts 
Civil Governor Taft said that adults j 
should 1)0 educated by an observation j 
method. 
There was a reasonable hope 
th at congress would provide a ta riff, 
suitable, ono th at would assist in the de­ 
velopment of the Philippines, instead J 
of an application of the United States , 
tariff. 
According to Civil Governor T aft J 
there is an unexpended balance in tho 
insular treasury of $3,700,000 aud an 
annual income of $10,000,000. 
He said that any possible friction be­ 
tween civil and m ilitary subordinates 
should be discouraged. 
The patriotism 
of Filipinos was commended. 
In con­ 
clusion Civil Governor T aft reiterated 
a hope expressed by the president that 
in the future tho inhabitants would be 
grateful for tile American Philippines 
victory and th at thero would be indis­ 
solubly linked ties between the 
two 
peoples.

many years to com e,” said General 
John O. Bates, formerly in command 
of tho departm ent of southern Luzon, 
is an interview here. 
Believers in the Koran occupy th* 
southern half of Mindanao and the is­ 
lands to tho soot Ii ward. 
Their conver­ 
sion to tho C hristian faith is considered 
by iruanr as practically hopeless, a1 
though jJestttt missionaries have gone 
among i w a undauntedly. 
They w en 
won to ti& M ahom odaa faith from their 
native paganism by Mahomedau mis­ 
sionaries who h Jfron outpost in Borneo. 
"Tho relations of tho C hristians and 
Mahomeduus in Mindanao are not alto­ 
gether harmonious. 
According to tho 
original m andate of their prophet the 
latter wero told to kill all unbelievers, 
unless such a slaughter should inter­ 
fere w ith their own advantage. 
The 
Jesuits deal w ith them so diplom atical­ 
ly, however, th at outbreaks are unfre- 
quent. 
Tho M ahomedaus will grow 
w eaker aud as soon as the zeal of the 
C hristian missionary becomes greater 
than his tact. 
The U nited States has 
dealt liberally w ith them however in 
order to show that it has no jwirtiality 
to any creed or religion. 
They are call­ 
ed Moors by the S q u is h after their 
ancient enemies. 
"A t tho same tim e the Mahomedaus 
welcomed our rule. 
They said they 
were glad of tho protection of the Amer­ 
icans and th at they dreaded conquest 
from some European or O riental power 
which would use them for its owu ag- 
grandizm ent. 
Many of them practice 
polygamy. 
The example of the sultau 
of the fcSuius is already famous. 
“ If the Philippines, therefore, ara to 
rem ain a part of the U nited States we 
Will have to face a new and most seri­ 
ous question to be known ai tho Mullein- 
edau trouble. 
However, how it can be 
solved I cannot say.”
